Eventually it is intended to 
send an expedition by w ater to Lingay- 
en, near the northern term inus of the 
railw ay, so as to flank the enemy. This 
expedition, however, will not start until 
additional troops have arrived

while the divisions under both Lawton 
and M acA rthur will push to the north 
as far as they can. 
According to statem ents made at the 
w ar departm ent this advance is to be 
made perm anent. 
There are to be 
more tow ns taken and then abandoned. 
W ith the additional troops which have 
arrived during the rainy season and 
others to follow, General Corbin says 
th a t there will be a sufficient num ber of 
troops available to garrison towns as 
fast as they are taken and still leave a 
form idable force 
for 
continuing the 
onw ard movement. 
It is this north­ 
w ard movement of the American forces 
th a t probably accounts for recent great 
activity of the 
insurgents south of 
Manila. 
Orders have been received at the navy- 
yard to rush work on the cruiser New 
Orleans, which is to be sent to the 
Philippines, in accotdance w ith the re­ 
commendations of Admiral Dewey. The
